Whoever comes to Constanja either for pleasure or 
business feels the need to watch at least once, from the 
promontory, the panoramic view of the port with its kalei- 
doscopic brightness of mirrors overturned by waves, of 
ship masts and flags gathered from all the corners of the 
world, it is a fascinating picture of dynamism and beauti- 
ful landscape, colours and geometry, of siren calls in the 
distance. To knowledgeable people, the port is no longer 
fust an unusual place fit for dreams and meditations. 
Constanja port gradually unveils its clear-cut departments 
for general goods, metallurgical or chemical products, its 
traditional and modern loading systems (we refer to con- 
tainers and Ro-Ro systems which mean "entrance and 
exit on wheels through the ships's stern"), its huge cargo 
boats, oil tankers, ore carriers, its vast shipyard docks 
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where a new 165,000 dwt ship has been recently launch- 
ed, the off-shore drilling platforms which came from Ga- 
la)i for a last technical check-up, etc. A port through 
which the greatest part of the Romanian import-export 
traffic is handled and which maintains direct links with 
other over 1,000 ports of 150 countries strewn along the 
shores of the planet seas and oceans. That is in fact the* 
overwhelming view offered by the long Constanja seawall 
which has been a port from times immemorial and is now 
being expanded and basically reconstructed to the north 
and south, and even into the restless sea. 

Still visible in the structure of the port structures are 
the first concrete docks and piers built as a European first 
at the beginning of this century by the great Romanian 
engineer Anghel Saligny.
